onies to impose quotas against 
Japan. The colonies, the West

sessions. have imposed th quotas 
already or will impose them just 
as soon as present agreements 
expire. The Overseas Dminions 
have been advised officially of 
Britain’s action. They will have 
to decide for themselves whether 
they will impose quotas or 
whether they will prostitute 
their self-respect and national 
honor for temporary greed.
